Without my 
best memory of my child- 


question, 


hood years is taking an an- 
nual canoe ride with my fa- 
ther down the Susquehanna 
River in upstate New York. 

We began with half-day 
excursions and eventually 
did overnight trips, pad- 
dling one canoe together 
and pulling our supplies in 
a second canoe attached by 
a rope. Canoeing definitely 
provides vigorous physical 
activity, but it can also be a 
relatively quiet time spent in 
a serene and peaceful natu- 
ral aquatic environment. In 
my opinion, canoeing is one 
physical activity in which 
the mental benefits may be 
just as reinforcing as the 
physical benefits. 

From a 
perspective, canoeing is 
accomplished by pulling a 
paddle against the water us- 
ing principally the muscles 
of the upper body, arms, 
and core. Al- 
though all of these muscles 
are used to some degree, the

primary paddling muscles 
are the latissimus dorsi, rear

deltoids, biceps, rhomboids, 
erector spinae, obligues, and 
essentially all of the forearm 
muscles. The _ pectoralis 
major, front deltoids, tri- 
ceps, and rectus abdominis 
muscles are involved to a 
lesser extent. However, un- 
like competitive rowing, the 
leg muscles are not activat- 
ed when paddling a canoe. 
Consequently, canoeing is 
an excellent complemen- 


tary exercise for runners, 
cyclists, hikers and other 
fitness enthusiasts who typi- 
cally train their legs but not 
their upper body muscles. 
While

conditioning, serious ca- 
noe paddling provides an 
excellent aerobic workout. 
You will quickly discover 
that picking up your pad- 
dling pace can raise your 
heart rate and breathing rate 
substantially. Like other en- 
durance exercise, regular 
canoeing can improve your 
heart’s pumping capacity, 
your circulatory system’s

If you have access to a 
rowing: machine, you may 
want to perform some in- 
terval rowing sessions. I

For optimal pad- 
dling, position yourself se- 
curely, centered on the seat 
in either the forward or back 
section of the canoe. When 
paddling on the left side, 
grasp the top of the paddle 
with your right hand and 
the throat of the paddle with 
your left hand. Reach com- 
fortably forward and place 
the paddle into the water.

Pull backwards until the 
paddle is extended comfort- 
ably behind you. After five 
to 10 pulls on your left side 
switch the paddle to the right 
side, with your left hand on 
top of the paddle and your 
right hand on the throat of 
the paddle. Use the same 
pulling action as you did on 
the left side, and continue to 
alternate sides every five to 
10 pulls. If you are paddling 
alone in the rear seat, you 


may. find that the front of-the++ 


canoe angles away from the 
paddling side (toward the 
right.when you are paddling 
on the left side). If you end 
each paddle pull with a very 


short push away from the,. 


canoe (J stroke), you will 
keep the canoe moving in a 
straight line. 

When you start to feel 
fatigued, rest for a minute 
or two, then go back to your 
alternating paddling actions. 
Canoeing is a very reward- 
ing activity but continuous 
paddling can be physically 
challenging. A 45-minute 
canoe trip is a good goal 
for your first on-water ses- 
sion, progressing by 10 to 
15 minutes on successive 
canoe trips until you deter- 
mine your ideal paddling 
distance. You may soon 
find canoeing a favorite fit-

Always check the 
weather forecast and keep 
an eye to the sky to avoid 
being caught in a lightning 
storm.

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those are in the mix,” he 
said. 

“Certainly, we learned 
from last fall and we have 
seen and will continue to 
see with the town elections 
as they move forward, that 
people appreciate early vot- 
ing and appreciate the op- 
portunity to vote by mail. 
Whether it is a pandemic sit- 
uation or not, it just makes it 
easier.” 

Keenan represents the 
Norfolk and Plymouth dis- 
trict on Beacon Hill, which 
includes all of Quincy, 
Abington, Holbrook and 
Rockland, as well as parts of 
Braintree. He credited elec- 
tion officials in those com- 
munities, such as Quincy 
City Clerk Nicole Crispo, 
for the work they did imple- 
menting mail-in and early 
voting last year. 

“I know in my district, 
there was some concerm 
among city and town clerks 
about having the resources 
to do it and I would suggest 
they didn’t have the full re- 
sources that they needed, 
but they did a remarkable 
job in implementing all of it 
and it went pretty smoothly. 
I was not aware of any is- 


sues with fraud or problems 
with tallying votes to any 
great extent. It seemed to go 
really well,” Keenan said. 

“IT know in Quincy, Ni- 
cole Crispo, I have dealt 
with her on a few different 
voting issues and she really 
knows what she is doing. 
She’s got a team in place 
and a great group of people 
who work on Election Day 
and they really did a good 
job. I voted early in I think 
maybe both elections — pri- 
mary and final elections — in 
the fall, and I thought it was 
extremely well run.” 

Keenan noted that Mas- 
sachusetts allowed com- 
munities to start processing 
early and mail-in ballots 
before Election Day. Some 
states, like Pennsylvania, 
did not do so. 

“One of the keys, and 
we learned this from some 
of the other states across 
the country, is giving the 
municipalities the ability to 
process the votes...in ad- 
vance of the polls closing so 
they are not just taking that 
day’s results and then wait- 
ing for the early voting re- 
sults. They can count them 
and release them simultane- 
ously,” Keenan said. 


“I think that is a critical 
element in people having 
faith in how it is done.” 

In the interview, Keenan 
said he was supportive of 
both early voting and the 
vote by mail option, provid- 
ed the necessary safeguards 
are in place. 

“T think the more access 
that people have to the ballot 
and to the election process, 
the better, but obviously you 
have to have safeguards in 
place to prevent fraud and 
abuse and I think Massa- 
chusetts did a very good job 
with that,” he said. 

The senator said he 
would likewise support 
same-day voter registration. 

“Yes, again subject to 
making sure all the safe- 
guards are put in place to 
prevent any fraud,” Keen- 
an responded when asked 
about same-day registration. 

“I have had this conver- 
sation with city officials in 
the past, election officials. 
They feel confident that they 
can do it and protect the in- 
tegrity of the process.” 

Keenan said it is also im- 
portant that the state reim- 
burse municipalities for ex- 
tra costs they incur because 


of the changes. 

“If we are going to do it, 
I think we have to make sure 
it is funded. I think the state 
has that obligation,” he said. 
“There was some funding 
initially, but I think, as we 
make it permanent, we have 
to look at the dollar side of 
it as well.” 

Voters in Quincy will go 
to the polls this fall to elect 
all nine members of the City 
Council and three of the 
six members of the School 
Committee. The mayor’s 
seat — which is a four-year 
term — is not on the ballot 
again until 2023. Nomina- 
tion papers for those seats 
were made available Tues- 
day and are due back July 
27. Would-be candidates 
must get the signatures of 50 
registered voters to qualify 
for the ballot. 

A preliminary election, 
if needed, would be held 
on Sept. 14. A preliminary: 
election would be required 
if more than two candidates 
run for one ward council 
seat, or if more than six ran 
for either councillor at-large 
or the school board. 

The final election will 
take place on Nov. 2. 


Keenan ‘Feeling Great’ After Cancer Treatment

Sen. John Keenan said he 
is feeling great after under- 
going surgery for prostate 
cancer earlier this year and 
emphasized the importance 
of early detection. 

“I was very, very fortu- 
nate and I just tell anybody 
that asks me about it, go to 
the doctor. Especially now 
because: of COVID, people 
miss their annual appoint- 
ments,” Keenan said in a 
recent interview. 

“It is so important.” 

Keenan, who is now 57, 
said he went in for his an- 
nual physical in September 
and after that his doctor 
asked him to come in for ad- 
ditional blood work. Keenan 
said those tests showed his 
prostate-specific antigen 
level, or PSA level, had in- 
creased quickly. 

“As we get older, the 
PSA levels increase. While 
mine didn’t go” real high, 


. they shot up very aa 


biopsies done in December,

THIS 1930 postcard shows one of the delivery trucks 
of Guay’s System Bakeries Inc. The truck is parked on 
Maple Street next to the Quincy Post Office. Napoleon 
Guay, with his wife and daughter, founded the company 
in 1921 and grew it to become Quincy’s largest bakery 
until it was closed 34 years later. It was widely renowned 
for its high quality home baked goods. The main store 
and bakery operation was located in a two-story building 
at 1455 Hancock St. When he started the business, 
Guay had purchased an old building there and then 
upgraded it in 1929 in the then popular art-deco style

At that time he had branch stores 
in Wollaston and Norfolk Downs as noted on the truck. 
By 1940 there were additional stores in Nantasket, Hull, 
Scituate, Hingham, Weymouth and two in Dorchester. 
Guay and his daughter, who had become president of 
the company, retired in 1954. They sold three stores 
to Dorothy Muriel’s and closed the rest. The Hancock 
Street location became part of Kresge’s Dollar Store 
that was next door.

On V-E Day 


_ President Harry Truman proclaimed victory in Europe 
but told the nation its fighting job would be finished only 
“when the last Japanese division has surrendered uncon- 
ditionally.” 

The City of Quincy, with a global war half won and 
Quincy boys still fighting in the vast reaches of the Pa- 
cific, observed V-E Day quietly, a bit grimly but with rev- 
erend thanks. 

Mayor Charles A. Ross, upon hearing that the war in 
Europe was over, called fire headquarters and ordered si- 
rens to be sounded.

Quincy College holds a 
master key to the working- 
and middle-class for thou- 
sands of people otherwise 
potentially locked out of 
higher education and a path- 
way to the workforce for no 
other reason than their eco- 
nomic status. Today, our 
community has a chance, 
and I believe an obligation, 
to provide the growth and 
stability that will secure the 
kind of opportunity the Col- 
lege provides for genera- 
tions to come. 

That’s why I’m writing 
today in wholehearted sup- 
port of Mayor Koch’s pro- 
posal to acquire property 
that will ultimately lead to 
the construction of Quincy 
College’s first permanent 
home. 

As interim President of 
the College for a year, I saw 
first-hand the impact this in- 
stitution can have. I listened 
to countless stories from 
students of countless back- 
grounds, each time inspired 
by their dreams, their own 
personal obstacles, and their 
tenacity toward achieving 
the better life an affordable 
education can provide. 

During my time at the

A permanent home 
doesn’t mean the College 
will de-emphasize program- 
ming around online learn- 
ing. A permanent home 
doesn’t mean that planning 
for new programs tied to to- 
morrow’s economy and new 


opportunities specifically 
targeting Quincy residents 
don’t take place. In fact, the 
planning of a new building 
facilitates those discussions. 

A permanent building ac- 
knowledges that regardless 
of the changing dynamics of 
higher education, there will 
absolutely always be a need 
for physical space — what- 
ever shape that may take. 
It fosters an educational 
culture that quite frankly

New Book All About Flowers: James Vick’s 19th-Century Seed Company 


Nineteenth century seed 
company owner James Vick 
(1818-1882) believed in 
being fair and honest with 
his customers. That ethical 
stance inspired his integra- 
tive communication meth- 
ods at a time when business 
owners thought ‘hype’ was 
essential. 

Vick had been an editor 
and writer before his seed 
business. He wrote his cata- 
log and monthly magazine 
with words inspired with 
what would most help his 
customers. 

This new book “All 
about Flowers: James 
Vick’s Nineteenth Cen- 
tury Seed Company” by 
Thomas Mickey illustrates 
how the nineteenth century 
seed companies influenced 
both gardeners and the kind 
of garden that became es- 
sential, the flower garden. 
Mickey is a Quincy resident 
and professor emeritus from 
Bridgewater State Univer- 
sity’s Department of Com- 
munication Studies. 

The second half of the 
19th century made pos- 
sible a media-driven gar- 
den which included what 
the garden should look like, 
where it should be in the 
home landscape, and what 
plants ought to be in it. The 
seed catalogs, garden maga- 
zines, and horticultural pa- 
pers of the time suggested

James Vick’s story has 
not been told yet. With his 
parents he arrived from 
England n 1833 and settled 
in New York. Within a 
couple of years he moved to 
Rochester, New York, where 


he began his mail order seed 


company. 


Vick played a key role 


in gardens everywhere in 
nineteenth century America, 
whether of the wealthy, the 
middle class, the working 
class, or the city dweller. 
Vick inspired gardeners 
everywhere with his own 
passion for gardening with 
flowers and his desire to 
spread the love of floricul- 
ture. 

From the early 


1860s 
Vick published yearly seed 


catalogs and later also a 
popular monthly — garden 
magazine. He systematized 
the seed business: growing 
seeds, drying them, packag- 
ing them, and shipping them 
around the country, well be- 
fore both Sears and Mont- 
gomery Ward sent out their 
first catalog. 

The 18th century gardens 
of England included flowers 
that became popular in the 
Victorian 19th century gar- 
den as well. Many of these 
same flowers continue to be

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Grow Edamame For Better Health And Nutrition 


By MELINDA MYERS 

Add a bit of fiber to your 
garden and diet. Consider 
growing edamame (edible 
soybeans) in this year’s gar- 
den. 

Soybeans help promote 
overall health reducing the 
risk of high cholesterol, 
diabetes, heart disease, and 
high blood pressure. Plus, 
the high fiber in soy helps 
fight colon and some other 
cancers. 

Edamame is an ancient 
Asian vegetable and is often 
eaten right from the pod like 
peanuts. Edible soybeans 
are also used for making 
tofu, tempeh, soy nut snacks 
and more. In addition to 
their high fiber content, soy- 
bean’s high protein content 
has made them a popular 
meat substitute. 

Soybeans can be grown 
in a variety of soils and cli- 
mate. They tolerate adverse 
conditions but perform best 
in warm temperatures, full 
sun, and moist well-drained 
soils. Add organic matter 
to less-than-ideal soils to 
improve drainage in heavy 
clay soils and increase the 
water holding capacity in 
sandy and rocky soils. 

Try growing one of the 
edible soybean varieties 
such as Agate, Chiba Green, 
Midori Giant, and Envy. 
These have a better flavor 
and are more suited to your

varieties. 

Wait for the soil to warm 
for quick germination and 
increased success. Grow 
edible soybeans in a sunny 
spot. Plant and care for them 
the same as you would lima 
beans. Plant seeds three 
inches apart and one to one 
and a half inches deep in 
rows 24 to 36 inches apart. 
Once the plants sprout and 
grow, thin them out by re- 
moving the weaker seed- 
lings, so the remaining 
plants are six inches apart. 

Harvest the soybeans 
when the pods are plump, 
green, rough, and hairy. 
They are usually ready to 
harvest in 80 to 120 days, 
depending on the variety. 


when the seeds are fully en- 
larged but before they get 
hard. Waiting too long to 
harvest the seeds reduces the 
flavor and quality. Since all 
the seed filled pods usually 
ripen at the same time, you 
can pull up the whole plant 
and harvest the seeds from 
pods while sitting on a chair 
in the shade. 

Use edamame within two 
to three days of harvest for 
the best quality. Store fresh 
edamame in the refrigerator 
in a perforated plastic bag. 

Cook edamame by 
Steaming, boiling, or mi- 
crowaving the pods. Allow 
them to cool, then pop out 
the seeds to enjoy. Don’t 
let any surplus go to waste. 
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pods or the seeds. Or dry 
the shelled edamame in the 
oven or dehydrator to use 
throughout the year.

% teaspoon of oregano 

1/3 cup of water 


2 tablespoons butter 

1 large can of crushed tomatoes (or a 
jar of marina sauce if preferred) 

3 slices of sharp cheese ( any favorite) 


If you find a friendly butcher have him 
cut the pocket on one side of the pork chop; 
or you Can cut a pocket yourself. 

Prepare the stuffing mix according to 
the directions using the water and 2 table- 
spoons of butter then add the oregano and 
chopped onion until well-combined. 

Season the pork chops with salt and pep- 
per and then lightly stuff pockets of the 
chops. 

Place in 13 x 9x 2 greased baking dish. 

Pour tomato sauce over the chops. 

Cover tightly with foil. 

Bake at 350 degrees for 1.5 hours or un- 
til well-done.

Potatoes have been (and still are!) de- 
monized by “dieters” and the poor spuds 
have been lumped in with pasta and bread. 
These red (or purple skinned) potatoes are 
filling, comforting, contain fiber (mostly 
found in skin) B vitamins, iron, and potas-

So, when eating potatoes, always eat the 
skin (that you have scrubbed well) and al- 
ways choose organically produced potatoes. 

1 pound red potatoes, scrubbed 

3 tablespoons good balsamic vinegar 

1/2 cup extra virgin olive oil 

1/4 cup red chopped pepper 

1/4 cup green beans (that have been 
steamed just until bright green) 

1/4 cup chopped red onion 

1 clove minced garlic 

2 teaspoon raw honey 

Sea salt and pepper to taste 

3 tablespoons combined chopped fresh 
Italian parsley and chopped fresh basil 

Boil potatoes for about 20 minutes or un- 
til tender. Drain and let cool. 


Slice in half, then into about 1/2 inch 
Slices. (If you like it chunkier just cut in half 
again until you are happy with size.) Place 
in bowl. Steam green beans, if desired (you 
can put them in raw if you feel lazy!) 

In separate bow! whisk oil, vinegar, gar- 
lic, honey, sea salt and pepper. Check for 
seasonings just by dipping finger in and 
tasting. Toss with potatoes and rest of veg- 
etables. Add in fresh herbs and toss again. 

Taste a potato, and if you need more salt, 
sprinkle it over top and toss again. Serve 
room temperature or cold (I like this even 
better the next day!)

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Social Security Matters 
Ask Rusty: Will Taking 
401K Distributions 
Affect My SS Benefit?

Dear Rusty: I’m 63 and retired from work, but not draw- 
ing Social Security. I have accumulated just over $300,000 
in my rollover 401K IRA. My wife is still working full time, 
so we have medical, dental and vision coverage. I have a 
few questions: 

1) When I take IRA distributions throughout the year, do 
those dollar amounts get reported to Social Security. as in- 
come? 

2) If not, will my SS benefit change (will I be penalized?) 
for not working and having zero income as I continue to 
withdraw investments and show no income? 

3) If my benefit will drop because of the last few years 
of no income, would it be advisable to start drawing Social 
Security now? Signed: Planning Ahead 

Dear Planning Ahead: Whenever you decide to claim 
Social Security, they will compute your benefit amount from 
your lifetime earnings history. They will adjust your earn- 
ings for inflation in all years prior to the year you turned 60, 
find the 35 years in which you had the highest (inflation- 
adjusted) earnings, and use that “average indexed monthly 
earnings” (AIME) amount to determine your Primary In- 
surance Amount (PIA), which is your benefit entitlement at 
your full retirement age (FRA). From there, your age when 
you claim determines your final Social Security payment 
amount. Born in 1958 your FRA is 66 plus 8 months, and 
that is the age at which you will get 100% of your PIA. If 
you claim benefits before your FRA, your payment will be 
reduced; and if you wait until after your FRA to claim your 
benefit will be increased. If you wait until you are 70 to 
claim, your SS payment will reach maximum (about 27% 
more than your FRA benefit amount). Now, to your specific 
questions: 

1) Distributions taken from your 401k or IRA are not 
reported to Social Security as “earnings” and do not count 
toward your Social Security benefit entitlement. 

2) If you have already retired from working, having zero 
earnings now won’t further affect your final SS payment 
amount because your benefit will be based upon your 35 
highest-earning years. However, if you have a recent ben- 
efit estimate from Social Security, that estimate assumed 
that you would continue to earn at the same level you most 
recently reported to the IRS until you reached your FRA. 
So, if you got the estimate while you were still working (or 
shortly thereafter), the estimate is higher than your actual 
benefit will be. If you received the estimate a year or more 
after you stopped working, the estimate is more accurate. 
In any case, your 401K withdrawals will not count as SS 
earnings. 

3) Claiming now would result in a permanently reduced 
SS benefit amount because you haven’t yet reached your 
full retirement age. But claiming now wouldn’t be a hedge 
against your current lack of earnings, because your benefit 
will be based upon the highest earning 35 years over your 
lifetime. 

If you don’t already have a full 35 years of SS-covered 
earnings they will still use 35 years in the benefit calcula- 
tion, adding $0 earnings for enough years to make it 35. If 
that is the case, you could offset some of those zero years in 
your lifetime history by returning to work now, thus increas- 
ing your benefit when you claim. If you already have at least 
35 years of earnings, enjoy your retirement! 

i ider: if you predecease your wife, 
at her FRA she will be entitled to 100% of the benefit you 
were receiving at your death (if that is more than her own). 
In other words, when you claim your benefit will affect the 
amount your wife can get as your widow. The longer you 
wait to claim, the higher your wife’s survivor benefit from 
you will be.

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During the past month, the Quincy Police Drug Control 
Unit conducted an investigation into the sale of oxycodone 
pills. The target of the investigation was identified. Detec- 
tives learned that the 28-year-old male resided at 200 Cove 
Way, Quincy and that he drove a Kia Optima. Detectives 
also learned that his license was expired. Detectives applied 
for and were granted search warrants for his residence and 
velucle, 

On April 27, at approximately 4:45 p.m., detectives exe- 
cuted the search warrants. Detectives observed the target of 
the investigation operating the Kia Optima. The Kia Optima 
was stopped and the defendant was arrested for unlicensed 
operation of a motor vehicle. He was then shown the search 
warrant for the vehicle. He was advised that a search of his 
residence and vehicle were going to be conducted. 

While detectives spoke with the defendant, other mem- 
bers of the DCU executed the search warrant at his residence 
at 200 Cove Way. A 26-year-old male roommate was home 
at the time. He was secured in handcuffs and shown a copy 
of the search warrant. A thorough search of the residence 
was then conducted. During the search of the apartment the 
following items were located: approximately 1,200 grams 
of a white powder believed to be cocaine, several hundred 
assorted Oxycodone pills, several MDMA pills (Ecstasy/

Molly), several hundred assorted oxycodone pills, several 
Xanax pills, approx. 75 amphetamine pills, three (3) fire- 
arms [(2) 9mm handguns and (1) .40 caliber handgun], am- 
munition, over $36,000 in U.S. currency, and other items 
indicative of a drug distribution business. 

The 28-year-old male/resident, who was operating the 
Kia Optima, was transported to the Quincy Police Sta- 
tion. Once detectives completed the search of his home, 
he was charged with the following: Trafficking Class A 
(oxycodone) over 100 grams, Trafficking Class B (co- 
caine) over 200g, Possession with Intent to Distribute Class 
B (MDMA), Possession with Intent to Distribute Class B 
(methamphetamine), Possession with Intent to Distribute 
Class E (Xanax), (3) counts Possession of Firearm in the 
Commission of Felony, (3) counts of Unlawful Possession 
of a Firearm, Unlawful Possession of Ammunition, Im- 
proper Storage of a Firearm, Conspiracy to Violate the Drug 
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Laws, and Unlicensed Operation of a Motor Vehicle, Most 
of the items located in the apartment were found in the bed- 
room of this individual. 

The 26-year-old resident, who was home at the time the 
search warrant was executed, was placed under arrest and 
transported to the Quincy Police Station. He was charged 
with Unlawful Possession of Ammunition (which was 
found in his bedroom) and Conspiracy to Violate the Drug 
Laws. Detectives believe both residents conspired with each 
other to violate the controlled substance laws. 

All contraband was placed into evidence and will be for- 
warded to State Police Drug Lab for further analysis. All 
U.S. currency and cell phones located during the search 
warrants have been seized pending civil forfeiture. Detec- 
tives believe the currency is proceeds from illegal drug 
sales and the cell phones were used to facilitate those sales. 
The Kia Optima was towed to the Quincy Police Station. A 
search of the vehicle recovered oxycodone pills and $300 in 
US. currency.

Cybercrime Is On The Rise 


Cybercrime is on the rise, and the onset of the COVID-19 
pandemic has left businesses more vulnerable than ever. In 
the first nine months of 2020, hackers exposed 36 billion 
records through methods such as phishing and malware. 

A big reason businesses don’t prioritize cybersecurity is 
that many don’t recognize the gravity of cyberattacks. Se- 
curing your online system protects everything from your 
employees’ personal information and health records to your 
intellectual property and data.

3. Use encryption and MFA 

Encryption is a technique that encodes information, 
making it impossible for hackers or anyone outside of your 
workplace to consume your data. The number of businesses 
that utilize encryption is on the rise, with nearly 50% of 
companies claiming to encrypt their data in 2020. 

While encryption is a strong line of defense, it should 
not be your only one.

I 
think there is a pretty good 
sense that Quincy is well sit- 
uated to come out of this.” 

Housing will remain a 
concern because demand 
for single-family homes 
and condominiums remains 
high while supply is limited, 
Keenan stated. 

“Housing is still a con- 
cern, because housing pric- 
es in Quincy are very, very 
expensive,” he said. “The 
inventory is pretty low, so 
when something hits the 
market there is usually a 
bidding contest for it and it 
goes pretty quickly.” 

The rental market re- 
mains competitive as well. 

“Apartments, I think 
Quincy is competitive with 
other communities and 
comparative with other 
communities, meaning there 
is a lot of housing coming 
online and you can see that 
the developers and owners 
of these developments are 
offering incentives to move 


' 
ia in. It might be a month’s 
free rent or two months of 
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free rent,” Keenan said. 
“That is similar. to what 


| surrounding communities. 
There is a pretty. big push 
to fill these units, but most 
seem to be optimistic that 
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they will, particularly with 
the incentives. That’s good 
news for Quincy.” 

The senator also noted 
Quincy has received sig- 
nificant aid from the fed- 
eral government over the 
past year — including $46.3 
million from the American 
Rescue Plan, approved by 
Congress in March — and 
even mote money could be 
headed the city’s way if fed- 
eral lawmakers can pass a 
new infrastructure bill. 

“The other good news 
for Quincy and other com- 
munities, but Quincy in 
particular, is there has been 
significant federal money 
available to deal with the 
effects directly of COVID 
in terms of reimbursing the 
city for COVID-related ex- 
penses and for backfilling, 
providing resources for cer- 
tain accounts in the city,” 
Keenan said. “Money that 
will help them, for instance, 
replenish some of the ac- 
counts they had to use to 
balance the books for this 
current fiscal year. 

“Then there is the prom- 
ise of the money coming for 
the infrastructure bill, which 
will be an enormous boon 
for the city. So, the city is 
pretty well situated to get a 
significant infusion of funds 
from the federal government 
to use On a whole. lot-of.dif- 
ferent things. The greatest 
amount of that money may 
come in for infrastructure 
and I know the mayor is 
ready to use that money for 
infrastructure.” 

Among those who have 
addressed the committee 
during the listening ses- 
sions is DJ. MacKinnon, 
the president of Hingham- 
based Atlantic Develop- 
ment, Keenan said. The 
company is one of the firms 
behind The Abby, a project 
that will bring 610 apart- 
ments and 50,000 square 
feet of retail space to the 
North Quincy train station. 
MacKinnon’s company has 
also been awarded the rights 
to develop the Quincy Cen- 
ter station. 

“The Abby continued to 
move forward throughout 
the pandemic. They contin- 
ued to work on the project 
and [MacKinnon] believes 
that the market for the type 
of housing that will be pro- 
vided there will still be 
strong after the pandemic, 
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and he anticipates continu- 
ing to move forward with fu- 
ture developments,” Keenan 
said. “He didn’t mention 
anything specifically, but 
he plans on moving forward 
with future developments.

program because the pan- 
demic put a halt to the regu- 
lar screening process. Those 
students have been meeting 
remotely in groups of eight 
for two hours every week. 

The planning team was 
assembled earlier this year 
to determine how to screen 
students this spring for en- 
rollment in next year’s ad- 
vanced program, Perkins 
said. The team also decided 
to revisit the overall model 
for elementary advanced 
coursework. 

“We had to kind of figure 
out how we would go about 
screening this spring,” Per- 
kins said. “We also felt like 
this was a good opportunity 
to take a look at how we are 
currently working with and 
providing advanced learn- 
ing for our students and see 
if there were changes or 
ways we could do a better 
job of providing those op- 
portunities.” 

Perkins also noted some 
schools have historically not 
sent as many students to the 
advanced placement pro- 
gram as others. 

“One of the things we 
have noticed was that there 
are schools that are kind of 


historically underrepresent- 


ed in the program,” she said, 


Domestic Violence Ended 


such as Atherton Hough, 
Parker, Snug Harbor and 
Squantum in some years. 

“We were looking at 
some of these schools and 
wondering how can we 
reach these children? How 
can we do a better job of 
providing this opportunity 
across the district to more 
students?” 

Under the new Reach 
Program, teachers will 
travel to each of the thir- 
teen schools in the district 
with grade 5 students - all 
eleven elementary schools, 
plus Point Webster and Ster- 
ling Middle Schools — rather 
than have the grade 5 stu- 
dents in the advanced pro- 
gram move between schools 
during the day. Perkins said 
some grade 5 students had 
previously opted out of the 
advanced program because 
they would have to leave 
their home school during 
the day. 

A total of three teachers 
will travel to the individual 
schools, Perkins said, and 
each grade 5 class will get 
one day of support. New op- 
portunities for grade 3 and 
4 students will also be built 
into the schedule, she said, 
and the teachers will also 
collaborate with teachers in 
grades K to 2.

Madeline Roy, the dis- 
trict’s senior director of cur- 
riculum, said the design of 
the program is still being 
finalized. The team hopes 
to determine the criteria for 
student eligibility early this 
month and is planning to 
begin outreach in the mid- 
dle of the month, including 
an information session for 
families on May 18. 

The district will post the 
job listings for the three new 
teachers in late May or early 
June and will also identify 
students at that point, Roy 
said. Later in June, the dis- 
trict will hire the new teach- 
ers, provide training and 
professional development 
as needed, and communi- 
cate with families of eligible 
students. 

School board members 
welcomed the new Reach 
Program. 

“This is a big day — long 
overdue,” said Frank San- 
toro. 

“For you to do it so quick- 
ly, I appreciate it — the team 
— to meet so many times 
and come up with a solution 
that would create a more eq- 
uitable experience for our 
advanced learners, not just 
in one particular grade but 
throughout a school.” 

Courtney Perdios, who

was involved in the plan- 
ning effort, was hopeful the 
program could expand fur- 
ther in the future. 

“I am beyond ecstatic 
that we are starting to delve 
into offering advanced aca- 
demic opportunities for kids 
in younger grades,” she said. 
“I see this as a first step to 
servicing and meeting these 
kids. It is definitely not the 
final destination for the pro- 
gram, so I look forward to 
seeing how it is going to be 
expanded and evolve as we 
go forward.” 

Paul Bregoli asked if 
teachers would be able to 
recommend students for 
participation in the Reach 
Program. 

“I think that is a critical 
piece of evaluating a stu- 
dent,” he said. “They have 
the kid in class for 180 days 


and they can see the kid’s 
potential.” 

Perkins said the planning 
team is working on a student 
attribute checklist as a way 
to get input from teachers. 

“We are really talking 
about attributes of high- 
ability learners,” she said. 
“Not just academics, but 
also humor is in there, per- 
fectionism is in there. So- 
cial/emotional components 
as well are part of the attri- 
butes checklist.” 

“You would have your 
screening, but you would 
also have your attribute 
checklist,” Perkins added. 
“Both would be looked at 
for acceptance into the pro- 

Emily Lebo said she 
was concerned that English 
language learners could ex- 
cluded from the program be- 


cause they might not be as 
strong in English language 
arts as they are in other sub- 
jects. 

“If those kids don’t get 
into this program, it is not 
going to be equitable,” she 
said. “I really worry about 
separating those kids out so 
soon and having them think 
they are not bright because 
they don’t have the ELA 
skills.” 

Perkins said the attribute 
checklist would ensure Eng- 
lish language learners could 
participate in the program. 

“If a student, maybe they 
are not strong in ELA...but 
their teacher has filled out 
the attribute checklist and 
they are off the charts in the 
attribute checklist, that way 
they would still have the op- 
portunity to participate in 
the program,” she said.

employees, it’s impossible to verify the reliability of every 
single person you hire. Methods to prevent internal breaches 
include: 

¢ Outlining strict computer policies (forbid employees 
from bypassing firewalls) 

¢ Installing IDS (intrusion detection systems) 

¢ Changing passwords frequently (and especially when 
employees leave) 

In just the past two years, the number of internal cyber- 
security breaches has escalated to 47%, according to The 
Ponemon Institute, making it more essential than ever to 
implement these policies and changes. 

5. Create an incident response plan 

When it comes to physical emergencies, such as fires, 
most workplaces have a plan in place. However, and IBM 
study found that an overwhelming 77% of organizations do 
not have a response plan ready when it comes to cybersecu- 
rity.

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history, the Norfolk County 
Registry of Deeds can be a 
valuable source of relevant 
information via its online 
research offerings. 

“A few years back,” 
O’Donnell continued, “the 
Registry and its vendor 
completed a project which 
transcribed all our hand- 
written land documents dat- 
ing back from 1793 to 1900. 
Prior to this effort, these 
hand-written | documents 
were in many cases diffi- 
cult to near impossible to 
read. With the transcription 
project completed, our over 
8 million land documents 
can be accessed for viewing 
from the comfort of your 
home via our website www. 
norfolkdeeds.org.” 

It should be noted that 
while the transcribers made 
a best effort to translate 


these hard to read docu- 
ments, their accuracy is not 
guaranteed. 

“These transcribed docu- 
ments,” noted O’Donnell, 
“are not legal documents 
in and of itself, and are not 
considered binding on the 
Norfolk County Registry of 
Deeds or its employees. It is 
considered merely a conve- 
nient reference for Registry 
users. For documentation 
purposes, users should refer 
to the scanned image of the 
original document instead 
of the transcribed image.” 

Concluding his remarks, 
O’Donnell said: 

“While the Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds 
building in Dedham remains 
closed to the general public 
due to the COVID-19 state 
of emergency, our online 
research offerings remain a 


viable way for genealogists 
and history buffs to perform 
research from the com- 
fort of their homes. Please 
know that as your Register 
of Deeds, I continue to take 
very seriously my core re- 
sponsibility to be the custo- 
dian of land document infor- 
mation in Norfolk County. 

“Myself and the Registry 
staff strive each and every 
day to ensure the accuracy 
and accessibility of these 
land documents.

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Four Mass Vaccination Sites Closing By End Of June

Gov. Charlie Baker on 
Monday announced four of 
Massachusetts’ seven mass 
COVID-19 vaccination sites 
will be closing by the end of 
June as the state refocuses 
its inoculation efforts to tar- 
get harder-to-reach popula- 
tions. 

The sites scheduled to 
close include the Hynes 
Convention Center in Bos- 
ton and Gillette Stadium 
in Foxborough, as well as 
locations in Danvers and 
Natick. The remaining three 
sites — Boston’s Reggie 
Lewis Center plus locations 
in Dartmouth and Spring- 
field — will remain open. 

Speaking at a State 
House press _ conference, 
Baker said 3.95 million Bay 
State residents have got- 
ten at least one dose of the 
COVID-19 vaccine. With 
180,000 individuals slated 
to get their first dose this 
week, the state will reach 
Baker’s goal of fully vacci- 
nating 4.1 million residents 
by the start of June. 

“This represents an in- 
credible achievement. The 
people of Massachusetts 
are outperforming the rest 
of the country by leaps and

As part of that effort, 
Baker said the state would 
“shift vaccines to smaller- 
scale operations that can 
focus on particular commu- 
nities or particular popula- 
tions.” 

“By bringing the vaccine 
to where people are so that 
everyone knows they have 
an easy opportunity to pro- 
tect themselves and their 
families, we hope to make 
this process more conve- 
nient, more accessible, and 
continue to add to the count 
of those who are already full 
vaccinated here in Massa- 
chusetts,” he said. 

Baker said more doses 
would be provided to the 
state’s 22 regional collab- 
oratives. The number of 
doses allocated to the state’s 
20 hardest hit communities 
will be doubled, he said, and 
mobile vaccination clinics 
will be expanded. 


“Giving children the op- 
portunity to build self-con- 
fidence and challenge them- 
selves in a safe environment 
is important in helping them 
develop the skills to succeed 
in adulthood,” said Norfolk 
County Sheriff Patrick Mc- 
Dermott. “Our Youth Acad- 
emy in Braintree has been 
proof of that, and I am glad 
to be able to extend this op- 
portunity to families across 
Norfolk County with this 
pilot program in Franklin.” 

The home base for the 
Franklin Youth Leadership 
Academy will be Dean Col-

The governor also noted 
that physicians are “one of 
the most trusted sources to 
administer the vaccine.” To 
that end, the state is working 
with the Mass Medical So- 
ciety to give more primary- 
care providers the ability to 
administer the vaccine by 
the middle of this month. 

“This isn’t easy and will 
require everyone working 
out the complex storage 
and scheduling logistics to 
ensure all doses are put to 
good use,” Baker said. 

All Massachusetts resi- 
dents ages 16 and up are 
now eligible to get the vac- 
cine. Residents can schedule 
an appointment to do so on- 
line at mass.gov/covidvac- 
cine or by calling 2-1-1. 

The governor said any- 
one who had been waiting 
to schedule an appointment 
should do so now, because 
there are plenty of slots 
available statewide. 

“There is no more wait- 
ing or hassle, you don’t 
have to get up in the middle 
of the night to schedule an 
appointment, and you can 
protect yourself, your fam- 
ily and get back to normal 
by getting vaccinated soon,” 


he said. 

Dr. Paul Biddinger, the 
chief of the Center for Di- 
saster Medicine at Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital, 
urged ‘residents to get vac- 
cinated if they have not al- 
ready done so. All three vac- 
cines cleared for use by the 
federal government are safe 
and effective, he said. 

“These vaccines are 
more than 90 percent effec- 
tive in the real-world set- 
tings all together at prevent- 
ing infection with COVID,” 
Biddinger said. 

“Just in the past couple 


of weeks, we have seen 
data that have showed that 


’ people over the age of 65 


are 94 percent less likely to 
be hospitalized...if they are 
fully ;vaccinated. And in all 
age groups, we see data that 
shows that fully vaccinated 
individuals have a decreased 
risk of dying, by more than 
29 times what it would be if 
they are un-vaccinated.” 
Biddinger also encour- 
aged younger people, who 
might be reluctant to get 
vaccinated because they are 
less likely to be hospital- 
ized or die from the disease 


than older adults, to get their 
shots because those younger 
individuals are still suscepti- 
ble to long-haul COVID-19. 

“Approximately 10 per- 
cent of individuals who get 
infected from COVID may 
have ongoing symptoms - 
of respiratory, of cardiac, of 
neurologic illness — that per- 
sists after their acute infec- 
tion with COVID is over,” 
he said. 

“The best way to avoid 
these extended symptoms, 
no matter what age range 
you are in, is to get vacci- 
nated against COVID.”

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Movie Review: ‘Demon Slayer: Mugen Train’

Here’s a movie I didn’t 
expect to be reviewing two 
weeks ago. 

I didn’t know how this 
anime movie from a fran- 
chise unknown to me had 
managed to get such.a plum 
positioning in theaters, but 
it was sure to lose to “Mor- 
tal Kombat” in its opening 
weekend and the horror 
movie “Separation” this 
past weekend. 

“Mortal Kombat” did 
indeed win the films’ open- 
ing weekend - $23 million 
domestically to this film’s 
$21 million, on twice ‘as 
many screens. I have no 
doubt that this movie could 
have pulled a huge upset 


in just a few hundred more 
theaters. This past weekend, 
that upset occurred. Not just 
over “Separation” (I saw 
it, don’t bother), but over 
“Mortal Kombat.” “Demon 
Slayer: Mugen Train” is the 
#1 movie in the country. 

It. should be noted that 
[ am not the best person to 
be reviewing this movie. 
I’m not a fan of anime in 
general. I think the anima- 
tion invariably looks like 
some sort of rough draft that 
should have been cleaned up 
before the comic or cartoon 
was released. 

And again, I was not 
even remotely familiar 
with the “Demon Slayer” 
franchise before going into 


what is essentially “Demon 
Slayer: The Movie.” I know 
that “Pokemon,” “Drag- 
onballZ,” and “Naruto” 
have huge fanbases and I 
wouldn’t be surprised if a 
movie based on one of those 
was a hit, but to me, “De- 
mon Slayer” came from out 
of nowhere and expected me 
to jump in somewhere in the 
middle. 

From what I’ve been 
able to gather of the plot, 
the series follows Tanjiro 
(Natsuki Hanae) as he tries 
to avenge his family against 
the demons who killed most 
of them, save for his sis- 
ter Nezuko (Akari Kito),

The movie sees the group 
hop on board a train so they 
can meet up with famed de- 
mon slayer Kyojuro (Satoshi 
Hino) and hopefully become 
his apprentices. Kyojuro is 
happy to take them on, as he 
is happyabout everything in 
life. He expresses apprecia- 
tion for each individual bite 
of food as he chows down. 
But the train is secretly 
under attack from wannabe 
demon Enmu_ (Daisuke 
Hirakawa), who wants to 
destroy our heroes’ souls 
through his ability to trap 
them in good dreams. Tan- 
jiro dreams he is back with 


his family and wants to stay 
there forever, but he’s need- 
ed in a darker place. 

The movie takes forever 
to get to its action sequenc- 
es, and even when it does 
get to them, the characters’ 
powers are so poorly de- 
fined that I could never be 
sure of who was. winning. 
There’s also a second antag- 
onist who shows up later in 
the movie, and is very out of 
place in what had up to that 
point been a surprisingly 
tight-knit story. There’s a 
battle sequence that is ad- 
mittedly impressive, but 
keeps going after it appears 
to be over, then restarts after 
another false finish, then re-

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High School Tournaments Back On For Spring Sports 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

High school _ student- 
athletes will have a chance 
to compete in state tour- 
naments at the end of the 
spring season, an opportu- 
nity that was not available in 
other sports this school year. 

The MIAA had cancelled 
the state tournaments for the 
fall, winter and fall II sea- 
sons earlier this year amid 
the pandemic but will allow 
them for the spring season. 
Any team can opt to par- 
ticipate in the tournament if 
they wish. 

“Unlike our other sea- 
sons, there is going to be a 
sectional tournament pro- 
vided for our spring teams, 
sO we are excited about 
that,” said JJ Niamkey, the 
athletic director at North 
Quincy High School. 

“Each team will have the 
opportunity to opt into that 
regardless of their record. 
You could go winless and if 
you decide to opt into that 
sectional tournament, you 
can play with that.” 

Niamkey and his counter- 
part at Quincy High School, 


Kevin Mahoney, provided 
an update on the guidelines 
for the spring sports season 
during the April 28 meeting 
of the School Committee’s 
athletics subcommittee. 

All traditional spring 
sports — baseball, softball, 
lacrosse, tennis, outdoor 
track, sailing, girls’ golf and 
boys’ volleyball — will be 
offered this year at the two 
high schools. Wrestling, 
normally a winter sport, 
has also been moved to the 
spring season this year. 

The spring season for- 
mally began April 26 and 
some teams will begin play- 
ing games as soon as this 
week. The teams’ schedules 
will primarily be league- 
based, Niamkey said, as 
they have been for other 
seasons this year. 

The two high schools are 
both members of the Patriot 
League. Niamkey said the 
league will hold the Patriot 
Cup, a league-run tourna- 
ment, beginning in the first 
week of June. 

The deadline to opt into 
the state tournament is June 


15 and the tournament itself 
would begin on June 18. 
The state tournament could 
continue until July 3 this 
year. 

There will be several 
rule changes this year for 
the spring sports, similar to 
the changes put in place for 
other sports earlier this year. 

Baseball and _ softball 
teams will be limited to 
20 players and four coach- 
es each, according to the 
MIAA rules. Benches in 
each sport must also be ex- 


- panded to provide six feet of 


distancing. Gum, sunflower 
seeds and spitting are not al- 
lowed. 

Boys’ and girls’ lacrosse 
teams will be limited to 45 
players. The girls’ games 
will also be played in four 
quarters this year rather than 
two halves; the boys’ teams 
already played their games 
in quarters. Six feet of dis- 
tancing must also be main- 
tained on the sidelines and 
in substitution areas, 

For outdoor track, only 
virtual and dual meets will 
be allowed this spring. All 


lanes can be used for run- 
ning events, unlike earlier 
this year when races were 
Staggered. Team and warm 
up areas must also be desig- 
nated to ensure proper dis- 
tancing. 

For girls’ golf, teams 
must follow the safety pro- 
tocols put in place by the 
golf course they are play- 
ing at. Single tee start times 
should be staggered by 10 
minutes to ensure groups 
can distance. Players will 
not be allowed to exchange 
score cards. 

The rosters for boys’ vol- 
leyball will be capped at 15 
players on- game day. Teams 
will remain on the same side 
of the net during the entire 
match rather than rotating 
between sets. The balls will 
be switched out at the end 
of each set, instead of being 
cleaned after each point like 
they were during the girls’ 
volleyball season in the fall. 
Distancing rules must be 
followed on the bench area. 

For sailing, only one 
school is allowed on the 
dock at a time and all equip- 


North Quincy Baseball

They’re always 
at the top of the Bay State 
League in the standings, so 
it’s a good opportunity for 
our guys and also obvious- 
ly, carrying on the Sullivan 
Tournament with games like 
this means a lot. It means a 


lot to me because he’s one 
of my best friends--and 
Coach Brendan Morrissey 
has been very supportive of 
it. It means a lot.” 

As Edgerly noted, Mil- 
ton and North Quincy aren’t 
in the same league. North 
Quincy is in the Patriot 
League while Milton is in 
the Bay State League, so 
there is no guarantee that the 
two will play each other in 
any given year. 

He also said the players 
were excited to get back 
onto the field this week after 
a long time away from the 
program. 

“Of course,” he said. “It’s 
crazy because the last time 
I had these guys, you had 
guys like Liam Hines and 
Brendan Hines, who are se- 
niors now, they were sopho- 
mores. Now they’re seniors 
‘and expected to be leaders. 
And now we have a bunch 
of freshmen and _ sopho- 
mores who I’ve never seen 
before until this year. Just 
getting them onto the field 
and competing is huge.” 

In the bout with Milton, 
Edgerly said there were 
plenty of players who stood 
out to him.

ment must be disinfected 
between teams. 

Mahoney said the state 
and MIAA were still work- 
ing on rules for wrestling 
as of the April 28 subcom- 
mittee meeting. He did note 
that wrestling teams are be- 
ing encouraged to practice 
and compete outdoors this 
year. 

“We will see if there is 
any opportunity for them 
to host a couple meets out- 
doors,” Mahoney said. “It 
would extremely unique 
given that we have never 
done it before, but it might 
be interesting for those kids 
to be out there and obvious- 
ly more safe as well.” 

All players must wear 
face coverings, per the state 
guidelines, unless they are 
in a low-risk sport where 
they can maintain a distance 


of 14 feet or more from oth-— 


ers. All others present, in- 
cluding spectators, coaches, 
and officials, must also wear 
a mask. Total attendance — 
playérs, coaches, officials 
and fans — at outdoor and in- 
door invents cannot exceed 
50 percent of the venue’s 
capacity. Spectators would 
also have to maintain six 
feet of distancing. 

Committee member Paul 
Bregoli said the state should 
rethink its mask rules. He 
said certain athletes, like 
centerfielders in _ baseball 
and softball and singles ten- 
nis players, can stay appro- 
priately distanced from oth- 
ers while playing. 

“I’ve had parents con- 
tacting me saying ‘why are 
we wearing masks outside? 
Why are we doing this to 
our kids for sports?’ and 
I don’t have an answer,” 
Bregoli said. 

“We've got to get to the 
agencies who are making 
these rules and hopefully 
they will follow common 
sense and look at the data.” 

Courtney Perdios asked 


if singles tennis players 
would be required to wear 
a mask if they could stay 
far enough part. Mahoney 
said he would seek clarifi- 
cation on that point from 
the MIAA because -the state 
rules would not require sin- 
gles players to wear a mask, 
provided 14 feet of distanc- 
ing can be maintained, while 
the MIAA rules require all 
tennis players, to do so. 

Douglas Gutro, the chair- 
person of the athletics sub- 
committee, questioned why 
the state guidelines require 
greater separation outdoors 
during athletic events than 
they do indoors in the class- 
room. 

“We have worked pretty 
hard to get students in class 
learning, those that chose to 
come in and feel safe to do 
it, and the recommendation 
is three to six feet,’ Gutro 
said. “All of a sudden, we 
go outside and every rec- 
ommendation is six or more 
feet, which I find really ab- 
surd and fascinating» 

Supt. Kevin Mulvey said 
the state likely feels students 
will breathe in and out more 
while playing sports than 
they do in the classroom. 

“I’m guessing the reason 

why there is a distinction 
between what is happening 
in school where there is less 
chance of increased respira- 
tion and droplet exchange 
versus outside where there 
is increased respiration be- 
cause of the intense activity 
relative to sports, that that 
is the distinction that they 
would make,” Mulvey said. 

“Nevertheless, it is a dis- 
tinction and there are dif- 
ferences and we make sure 
we comply with it, day in 
and day out, and do our best 
to do that to make sure our 
students and staff are safe 
while respecting as 
much freedom for our stu- 
dents and staff as possible.”

Last spring, the mayor 
had delayed his budget 
presentation by two weeks 
amid the pandemic so he 
could better determine what 
impact it would have on the 
city’s finances. That May, 
Koch presented a $340.25 
million budget for fiscal 
year 2021, an increase of 
$10.47 million over the pri- 
or budget, referring to it as 
a “protection plan” meant to 
avoid cuts to city personnel 
and services. Councillors in 
June approved a $340.12 
million budget after making 
three cuts to Koch’s initial 


proposal. 
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President Joe Biden has 
proposed funding free com- 
munity college for all Amer- 
icans and said Quincy Col- 
lege should consider joining 
the community college sys- 
tem to take advantage of 
that. 

“I’m concerned that if 
they are not part of that, we 
could be left behind,” she 
said. 

“There are so many rea- 
sons we should be investi- 
gating this,” Mahoney add- 
ed, “but the most important 
reason we should be investi- 
gating this is for the oppor- 
tunities for the students who 
are at Quincy College — to 
make sure those opportuni- 
ties remain there — because 
I really do believe the vi- 
ability of Quincy College 
is going to depend on it 
becoming part of the state 


community colleges, be- 
cause there is more protec- 
tion and more funding for 
them if they are there.” 

McCarthy said it would 
make sense for the college 
governors to do their due 
diligence. 

“Quincy has done a great 
job over the years, but it is 
worth having the board of 
trustees explore to make 
sure we cover all the av- 
enues. There could be some 
positives that come out of it 
when they are done,” Mc- 
Carthy said. 

“IT think it is a good idea 
to take a look at it. The 
board can absorb this and 
come back to us at a later 
date when they gather up 
information to see if it is 
anything that will help us in 
regard to the college down 
the road.” 


The resolution was ap- 
proved as Mayor Thomas 
Koch seeks council permis- 
sion to borrow $23 million 
as part of his proposal to 
construct a new municipal 
building in Quincy Center to 
house both the college and 
the city offices now located 
in the glass city hall annex 
building. The bond will al- 
low the city to purchase 
the Munroe Building and a 
nearby parking lot, relocate 


its tenants, and design the 


new building. Construction 
of the new building is ex- 
pected to cost $100 million, 
a city consultant said last 
week. 

Under Koch’s propos- 
al, the city would borrow 
enough funds to cover the 
full cost of the project. The 
college would then pay the 
city rent equal to its share of 


the debt service. 

Phelan on Monday said 
the board of governors 
should explore alternative 
operational models before 
the council commits to the 
project. 

“We are about to look at 
committing to a large sum of “ 
taxpayers’ money,” he said. 
“T think it would behoove us 
all to look at everything first 
before we go out and spend 
a lot of taxpayers’ money.” 

The request to borrow 
the $23 million to fund the 
first step in the project is 
currently pending before the 
council’s finance..commit- 
tee. The committee met to 
discuss the request on April 
26 and did not take a vote 
that night. The committee 
will take up the matter again 
on May 12. 


Councillors Seek Update 
On Diversity Commission 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

City councillors on Mon- 
day called upon Mayor 
Thomas Koch to provide an 
update on his plan to estab- 
lish the Mayoral Commis- 
sion on Diversity, Equity 
and Inclusion. 

Koch had announced he 
would establish the com- 
mission on March 23 though 
he has yet to say who will 
serve on it. The announce- 
ment came two months after 
councillors had approved 
the creation of a new De- 
partment of Social Justice 
and Equity. The mayor, in a 
February interview with The 
Sun, said he did not believe 
creating the new department 


was necessary and sug- 
gested the goals of the de- 
partment could be achieved 
through other means. 

Councillors on Monday 
approved a resolution — put 
forward by Councillors An- 
thony Andronico, Noel Di- 
Bona, Nina Liang and Brian 
Palmucci — in a 7-0 vote 
asking for an update on the 
establishment of the com- 
mission, Liang and Ward 3 
Councillor Ian Cain were 
not in attendance Monday. 

Andronico said Koch 
should show a greater sense 
of urgency in establishing 
the commission. 

“I think it is important 
that we receive an update on 


the progress of the diversity, 
equity and inclusion com- 
mission that the mayor had 
announced he was estab- 
lishing a little over a month 
ago,” Andronico said. 

“It has now been over 
three and a half months 
since this body:..took a 
vote to establish a depart- 
ment to delve a little deeper 
into these issues. Although 
a department is not in the 
cards right now, I do feel 
as though we need an in- 
creased sense of urgency 
when it comes to taking ac- 
tion and formally establish- 
ing the commission.” 

Palmucci said he was 
disappointed the mayor 


had yet to address council- 
lors’ and residents’ concerns 
about diversity, equity and 
inclusion in the city. 

“I just note my disap- 
pointment that it would ap- 
pear that these concerns re- 
ally haven’t been addressed, 
quite literally I think, but 
certainly not through the 
way this council wanted to 
see them addressed,” Pal- 
mucci said. 

“I understand the mayor 
announced he was going 
to put this commission to- 
gether. I would have liked to 
have seen it happen a little 
sooner. I would have liked 
to have seen the commission 
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announcement include the 
members of the commission 
and a calendar for their first 
meeting when they would 
get started.” 

“We just want to know 
what is going on,” Palmucci 
added. “There are members 
of this community, a sig- 
nificant number, who care 
about this issue. They have 
made it known that they care 
about this issue and it is in- 
cumbent upon local govern- 
ment to take some action, 
to have some conversations 


about this difficult subject.” 

Chris Walker, Koch’s 
chief of staff, on Tuesday 
said the mayor would an- 
nounce the members of the 
new commission soon. 

“The Mayor is finalizing 
the makeup of the Commis- 
sion now and we expect to 
have the full body ready to 
be announced in the com- 
ing days,” Walker said in a 
statement. 

“He has spent a consid- 
erable amount of time over 
the last few weeks talking 
to prospective members and 


‘other community members 


about the framework of 
[the] Commission’s work. 
We look forward to getting 
started.” 

Koch, in an April inter- 
view, said the commission 
would hold several public 
meetings over the coming 
months and could present its 
findings in the fall. 

“They are tasked at look- 
ing at the issues at hand. 
There has been a lot said 
about the issue,” Koch said. 
“They will come back with 
recommendations to me af- 


ter having several months of 
meetings — some commu- 
nity meetings, getting input. 

“They will come back to 
me with perhaps some rec- 
ommendations, suggestions, 
comments on what is going 
on in the city.” 

The mayor said he would 
give the commission any as- 
sistance it needs. 

“As I said before, what- 
ever resources they need — 
whether it is somebody to 
keep minutes, somebody to 
chase data or information 
for them — we will provide

John R. Graham, 89, of 
Dorchester and formerly of 
Quincy, died peacefully on 
April 30. A prolific writer, 
masterful public speaker,

tini to end the day), and his 
career had many facets. 
Born and raised in Los 
Angeles, Mr. Graham was a 
graduate of Occidental Col- 


;,lege and. the San Francisco 


, Theological Seminary. Dur- 
-ing the Korean conflict, he 
served as an intelligence 
specialist and joked that he 
fought the battle of Holly- 
wood in offices above the 
Vagabond Bar on Wilshire 
Blvd, next to MacArthur 
Park. Trained in interroga- 
tion and surveillance, his 
prize interviewee was Harry 
Warner at Warner Bros. stu- 
dios. 

Grateful for the GI bill, 
he attended seminary and 
became a Presbyterian min- 
ister, beginning his career in 
Casper, WY as a youth min- 
ister. Recognizing Casper 
was isolated (and “red”), 
he serendipitously arranged 
a telephone interview with 
Eleanor Roosevelt and the 
kids. The conversation was 
recorded, played on radio, 
and created quite a stir. 

Mr. Graham moved on 
to a church in Pacific Pali- 
sades, CA where he put his 
drive, zeal, and creativity to 
work and successfully grew 
the church. Seeking more 
freedom of expression, he 
became a Unitarian minister 
in Denver, CO. 

For nine years, he ap- 
proached the task of build- 
ing the church with vigor, 
writing provocative sermons 
and delivering them with his 
powerful voice. Never one 
to shy away from controver- 
sy, his sermons appeared in 
unexpected places, includ-

ing a March 1965 issue of 
Playboy and an opinion by 
U.S. Supreme Court Jus- 
tice William O. Douglas. 
He also had a radio show, 
“Walking on Water with 
John Graham,” raised funds 
for a new building, ran a 
memorial society for low 
cost funerals, and created 
the Commentary Lecture 
Series attracting such speak- 
ers as F. Lee Bailey, Art Bu- 
chwald, and U.S. Supreme 
Court Justice William O. 
Douglas. He concluded his 
ministry career at the United 
First Parish Church in Quin- 
cy. 

When presented with the 
opportunity to create a com- 
memoration of the bicenten- 
nial and 350th anniversary 
of the founding of Mount 
Wollaston, his creative tal- 
ents went to work. High- 
lighting the Quincy Heri- 
tage celebration was a 3,500 
lb. cake from Montilio’s 
Bakery on a 40-foot flatbed 
truck with a jazz band, serv- 


ing 7,000 people. 
This experience led to 
the creation of Graham 


Communications that grew 
into a full-scale marketing, 
communication, printing, 
and promotional products 
company, which he ran with 
his wife, Mary Weafer, for 
40 years. His proudest ac- 
complishments included 
the creation of the concept, 
Magnet Marketing, raising 
$23 million for the Scottish 
Rite Masons’ museum and 


library, expanding Anton’s 
Cleaners’ Coats for Kids 
program and creating the 
Belle of the Ball program, 
and crafting a national mar- 
keting program for Agway 


- Dealers. An early adopter of 


technology and avid Apple 
devotee, he helped several 
companies move into the 
digital marketing world. 

The author of four main- 
stream books, he also wrote 
monthly by-lined articles 
up until two months before 
his death, which appeared 
in many national publica- 
tions. This led to national 
and international speaking 
engagements, which he rel- 
ished. He had the most fun

Remember 
when HBO Max consid- 
ered dropping “Gone. With 
the Wind” from its playlist 
because a film director of 
color objected to the depic- 
tion of slaves in that clas- 
sic film? Now an article in 
The National Review called 
TCM Movies “an enemy 
of film watchers because 
they’ve succumbed to po- 
litical fashion because of 
films that were made before

Lucky Elephant Head --- 
Although we have gone to 
hundreds of antiques shows, 
shops and auctions, we are 
sometimes baffled by what 
we see. So, a 6-inch brass el- 
ephant head was a mystery. It 
wasn’t an inkwell, although 
we have seen inkwells that 
size and shape.

Flea Baths Offer Cats 
Only Temporary Relief 
DEAR PAW’S CORNER: 
After my mother passed 
away last year, I brought 
her two cats to live with me. 
They’re sweet and have set- 
tled in nicely, but they also 
have fleas. These came with 
them from my mom’s house. 
Giving them a bath removes 
the fleas temporarily, but af- 
ter a couple of weeks both 
cats are covered again. How 
can I get rid of these pests 
once and for all? -- Jeremy 

in Knoxville 


DEAR JEREMY: My con- 
dolences on your mother’s 
passing, and thank you for 
caring for her pets. 

While it may be impossible 
to completely get rid of 
fleas, you can drastically re- 


duce the level of infestation 


on your cats. Here’s how: 


-- Continue regular treat- 


ment of the cats through 
flea baths, collars or topical 
treatments. 


-- Comb through the cats’ 
fur daily using your fingers 
or a brush: Tiny dark specks 
‘indicate that fleas are still 
present. 

- Don’t let cats outdoors: 
Fleas and ticks will hitch a 
ride on their fur. 

-- Two to four times a year, 
treat your entire home for 
fleas. These pests can lay 
hundreds or thousands of 
tiny eggs in your cats’ hair, 
in carpets and rugs, and in 
dusty corners. Close your 
cats in a safe room and 
sprinkle flea powder across. 
the carpet and into the cor- 
ners, let sit for as many 
hours as the instructions say, 
then vacuum up. Wash rugs, 
if possible. 

-- Dust and vacuum your 
home once a week. Vacuum 
twice per week in peak flea 
season, during the warmer 
months. This helps remove 
unhatched flea eggs. 
Vigilance and a proactive 
cleaning and treatment rou- 
tine will keep those fleas at 
bay.

Not much is written about “table 
feel” — the ability to sense where 
certain missing key cards are located, 
Nevertheless, it is a fact of bridge life 
that all players try to draw inferences 
from the actions of their opponents 
—- and that some players are much 
better at it than others. 

Take this case from the 1996 Spin- 
gold Teams. South — Bart Bramley 
and his partner, Sidney Lazard — 
reached seven clubs as shown, and it 
was up to Bramley to find the way to 
make it. His only problem was how 
to avoid a spade loser. With the king

of spades offside, it might appear that 
Bramley was destined to go down 
one, but he proved otherwise. 

He won the heart lead with the ace, 
drew three rounds of trump, East dis- 
carding a spade, and cashed the heart 
king. This was followed by a diamond 
to the ace and the queen of hearts, 
East and declarer each discarding a 
spade. Bramley then ruffed the ten of 
hearts, East discarding a third spade, 
and led the queen of spades, on which 
West followed low. 

At this point, Bramley stopped to 
review all the accumulated infor- 
mation — including what his “table 
feel” told him. From the standpoint of 
pure probabilities, East was far more 
likely to hold the spade king, since 
he had started with only two clubs 
and two hearts. This left him with 
nine cards in spades and diamonds 
as opposed to only five cards in those 
suits for West. Also, West might have 
covered the queen of spades with the 
king if he had it. 

But on top of this, East had shown 
increasing signs of distress in choos- 
ing his three discards, and this made 
Bramley even more certain that East 
had the spade king. 

So Bramley put up the ace of spades 
and cashed dummy’s last trump, dis- 
carding his remaining spade. East, who 
at this point had the J-7-5 of diamonds 
and lone. king of spades guarding 
against dummy’s jack, elected to let go 
of a diamond, and declarer’s K-Q-9 of 
diamonds took the last three tricks.

DEAR DR. ROACH: What 
can you tell me about myas- 
thenia gravis? My dear friend 


‘was diagnosed with it and 


hospitalized for eight days. 
She is able to walk and move 
about, but now, six weeks lat- 
er, she is still’ on a liquid diet 
and unable to move any of her 
facial muscles. --7.M. 

ANSWER: Myasthenia gra- 
vis, from the Latin and Greek 
for “serious muscle weakness,” 
is an autoimmune disease that 
attacks the connection of nerves 
to muscles. Specifically, the 
body attacks the acetylcholine 
receptor or its associated pro- 
teins, where nerves connect to 
skeletal muscles. This causes 
weakness of the muscles and 
increased susceptibility to fa- 
tigue. 

The diagnosis of MG is sug- 
gested by typical symptoms, the: 
most common of which are eye 
symptoms like double vision or 
droopy eyelid (ptosis). A small- 
er number of people will have 
symptoms that involve eating 
and chewing -- this sounds like 
your friend’s primary problem 
-- and a few will have weakness 
in the limbs, neck or face, or of 
the breathing muscles. The di- 
agnosis is usually confirmed by 
blood testing, but a few people 
will need more sophisticated 
testing, such as an electrical 
muscle stimulation test. 

MG commonly affects 
women under 40 and men over 
60, but it can occur in any age 
group. The thymus, an immune 
organ that is located in the up- 
per chest behind the sternum 
(breastbone), is an important 
origination point for MG, and 
10% to 15% of people with 
MG have tumors of the thymus. 
Surgical removal of the thymus 


is often performed to improve - 


symptoms. 


In addition to removal of the 
thymus, there are three other 
types of treatment for MG. The 
first is medicines that help the 
nerve-muscle receptor work 
better, such as pyridostigmine. 
This starts working within min- 
utes. The second is treatments 
to get rid of the antibodies at- 
tacking the receptor. Plasma- 
pheresis, the physical removal 
of antibodies, takes a few days 
to start working; intravenous 
immune globulin takes a week 
or two to work. It’s not clear 
exactly how these work in MG. 
The third type, anti-immune 
system drugs, take much lon- 
ger: a few weeks for prednisone 
but several months at least for 
others, such as cyclosporine and 
mycophenolate. 

Your friend is in a period 
where many of the treatments 
have not had time to work yet, 
and I expect that she will get 
better as the treatments take 
hold. Her doctors may be talk- 
ing to her about removing the 
thymus, but she needs to be 
well controlled before surgery. 
Some experts use plasmapher- 
esis or immune globulin to get 
good control quickly before 
surgery, especially in people 
whose symptoms involve eating 
and facial functions.

DEAR DR. ROACH: I 
read that people are not being 
paid for donating blood any- 
more. Is this true? -- R.F.T. 

ANSWER: Yes. Blood do- 
nation is not compensated. Plas- 
ma donation, on the other hand, 
often is compensated. Plasma, 
which contains the proteins in 
the blood, can be highly puri- 
fied so that there is no risk of 
infection, as opposed to blood 
-- every precaution is taken to 
reduce infection, but it can nev- 
er be brought to zero.
